Bente, in setting forth the dele­ 
gation’s case, qu estioned the right 
of the board to close the school 
and recited the hardships Imposed 
u pon the small children of the dis­ 
trict by the closing order. 
The pu pils that the school had 
accommodated were of the first, 
second, 
third, and fou rth grades 
and therefore small, in the main. 
“I u nderstand,” Bente said, “that 
some of these little tots have to

than Mellon, let him be produced.

Dear Pussy Cousin: The children 
and my mistress are study ing the 
water grasses. 
We stopped to eat 
onr lunch by the edge of a still 
fresh water pond. After lunch my 
mistress called the children’s at­ 
tention to the eelgrnss growing in 
the pond. 
She told them that of all the 
water grasses, the eel grass whose 
scientific name is Vallisneri, given 
to it in honor of A. Vallisneri, an 
early Italian botanist who made 
•the water plants a life study . 
The leaves of the water plants 
take two forms. They arc long and 
narrow or round. 
r 
The floating leaf is round with 
the stem in the center. 
It is thus 
perfectly balanced and can float on 
the surface of the water and will 
not tip under the water but rides 
•serenely on the surface even tho 
the water is rough. 
These floating 
leaves are protected by a wax -like 
substance on their surface which 
sheds the water and the rain per­ 
fectly . 
You see if these circular leaves 
were not waterproofed the weight 
of the raiu would cause them to 
sink. 
As I have said many times, na­ 
ture provides her plants with every ­ 
thing necessary for their mode of 
;life. 
The leaves that grow under the 
water are long and narrow growing 
straight up from the roots. 
This 
[is due to the fact that the longer 
and narrower the leaves are the 
greater the surface that is pre­ 
sented to the water to absorb the 
» dissolved ox y gen gases which is the 
;food of the x dant. 


You realize also that the tight, 
diminishes as the water gets deeper 
so that these water plants hare 
leaves that are long and 
narrow so 
that they may reach np to get the 
light that is near the 
surface of 
the water. 
This eelgrass that we are goin^p 
to study today is one of the real 
quaint characters among the water! 
plans. 
“ The long spiral stem that is com­ 
ing up from the center,” said my ' 
mistress,” bears the pistillate flow­ 
ers. This little flower is very tiny . 
Its little head floats on 
the sur­ 
face of the water.” 
"The 
staminate 
flower if 
on 
that nex t plant,” said my mistress. 
"It grows on a short 
stem under 
the water. When it becomes ripe it* 
snaps off of the stem and 
cornea* 
up to the surface, bursts open and 
the pollen is blown thru the air 
to t he other blossoms where the 
seed is formed.” 
"Why is the stem spiral shaped? * 
asked Jack. 
"Because it prevents the frail lit­ 
tle stem from being broken off,” 1, 
answered 
my 
mistress, 
"These 
springs allow it to bob and sway 
in the water and spring back again 
in its original position with 
no* 
damage to the stem.”
